The gray rocks were coated 
with a black powdery material 
that disgu ised their tru e natu re. 
The specialists cou ld agree only 
that they are rocks—16 of them 
in a top lay er and perhaps 25 
smaller ones below. 
"The moon is not giv ing u p 
her secrets easily ,” one miner­ 
alogist mou rned. “ I’v e nev er 
been so fru strated in my life.” 
Bu t that will wear off as they 
get to working with the rocks. 
The rocks hav e a v ariety of 
shapes 
Some had rou nd corners, as 
thou gh 
from

scientists said in their initial in­

Fou r scientists looked throu gh 
portholes 
into 
the

chamber where the gleaming 


metal box containing the rocks 
was opened at 4:49 p.m. EDT 
after nearly nine hou rs of inter­ 
mittent labor. 
“My pu lse is racing at a fan­ 
tastic rate, ” said Dr. Robin 
Brett, an Au stralian geologist 
now at the Manned Spacecraft 
Center here. “ It is a v eiy . v ery 
ex citing tim e. ” 
At first glance, there didn’t 
seem to be any v esicu lar rocks, 
those containing bu bbles, said 
Dr. Edward Chou , mineralogist 
of the U.S. Geological Su rv ey . 
Volcanic lav a can be one ca u ^ 
of bu bbles in su ch rocks 


Nor did there appear to be 
chondritic material, which con­ 
tains little globu les and which 
makes u p most meteorites, said 
Dr. Elbert King, a space center 
mineralogist. 


The rocks v aried in size, one 
large one being ju dged to be 
sev en Inches long, fiv e Inches 
wide, and abou t 1 * 2 to 2 inches 
thick, said Dr. Clifford Frondel. 
Harv ard Univ ersity mineralo­ 
gist. Others ranged down to the 
size of pebbles, and the box con­ 
tained fine fragments as well. 


After the box was u npacked. 
Dr. Persa Bell, chief of the 
space agency ’s lu nar and earth 
resou rces div ision, said initial 
reports from scientists watching 
the operation were “ remarkable 
and interesting descriptions. 
“ Bu t as they say there are 
bits of du st on the su rface mak­ 
ing it difficu lt to see all they 
wou ld like to see, ” Bell added. 
““They did see some reflectiv e 
cry stal su rfaces. We hav en’t y et 
seen any thing 
hke v esticles 
(lav a rock with holes in it). 


“It was a great day . We’v e 
begu n the look bu t of cou rse it 
will take a great long time. ” 


Dr. Clifford Frondel of Har­ 
v ard Univ ersity , one of the nar­ 
rators. reported: "There are 
some 15 or 16 large pieces in 
v iew and a considerable amou nt 
of fragmentary material.” 
The surfa ce o ! the sectio ns 
are pretty well coated and that 
obscu res the tex tu re. The na­ 
tu re of the coating material is 
problematic. It might be that 
the natu re of the du st is graph­ 
ite.

Danger vs. Profit in Nixon's Visit 


Summit Host 


Nicolae Ceausescu, chief of state of Romania and 
general secretary of the Romanian Communist Party, 
will receive President Nixon in Bucharest Aug. 2. 
Ceausescu first met Nixon in 1967, when the future 
U.S. president was on a private tour of East Europe; 
the occasion was one of cordiality and exhaustive 
discussion. (AP)

Two tough-minded, energetic 
leaders—one a dogmatic Com­ 
munist and the other a devout 
defender of capitalism—are pre­ 
paring for a summit in which 
there are elements of risk and 
possibilities of profit for both 
For President Richard M. 
Nixon, a’ long-range gain could 
be the opening of a channel of 
communication to Red China 
and subsequent dividends in 
Southeast Asia, including Viet­ 
nam. 
For Nicolae Ceausescu. Ro­ 
mania's Communist boss and 
chief of state, one hope might be

An interesting stew is being 
cooked up The chefs approach 
it in a gingerly way. wary- of 
burning fingers Americans, Ro­ 
manians and Russians all recog­ 
nize the risks inherent in this 
first sally of a U S president 
into the Soviet sphere since the 
end of World War 11. 
The Russians have been sour 
- though cautiously so- in their 
development. But their suspi­ 
cions of the Aug 2 Nixon visit to 
Bucharest are reflected by Mos­

The President’s visit to Roma­ 
nia has been preceded by a 
“ friendly” call by a Soviet na­ 
val squadron to Communist 
Cuba Some in Washington pro­ 
fessed to see tit-for-tat retali­ 
ation in this if the Americans 
play in Russia’s backyard, she 
will play in theirs But whether 
the 
Soviet 
naval 
call 
was 
planned deliberately as a ri­ 
poste to the Nixon visit is beside 
the point. The physical presence 
of the ships 90 miles from U S 
shores 
while 
the 
American 
President was headed for a 
Communist preserve suggested 
the delicate state of Soviet-A- 
merican relatioas 
Moscow, with its 1968 enuncia­ 
tion of a doctrine of limited sov­ 
ereignty, told the West to stay 
out of Eastern Europe, just as 
Washington, in the 1962 Cuban 
missile showdown, told the Rus­ 
sians to stay out of the Western 
Hemisphere This month’s de­ 
velopments are a reminder that 
penetration can be escalated by 
both sides 
Diplomacy moves in mysteri­ 
ous ways, and there seemed 


some mystery about the genesis 
of the Romanian invitation to 
President Nixon. The original 
White House announcement said 
Ceausescu extended the bid ear­ 
ly this year, without consulting 
Moscow. But what inspired the 
invitation? Were there advance 
hints from Washington? Did 
Ceausescu jump at the chance? 
For the 51-year-old Romanian 
leader, who has been on a tight­ 
rope in. his relations with the 
Russians, the timing seemed 
propitious. He faced the pros­ 
pect this month of renewal of 
Romania’s 1948 friendship trea­ 
ty with Moscow. The renewal 
was already two years overdue. 
The treaty requires Russians 
and Romanians to consult on 
“ all 
important 
international 
questions touching on the inter­ 
ests of both countries.” 
Each has violated that clause. 
Even the invitation to Nixon, 
without prior consultation in 
Moscow, could be considered a 
violation. 
The summit will be held 
against a backdrop of intriguing 
political and economic factors. 
Each side could be expected to 
calculate carefully both the 
risks and the benefits. 


The United States has occa­ 
sional and unsatisfactory con­ 
tact with Red China through in­ 
frequent 
ambassadorial-level 
meetings in Warsaw. Romania 
cart offer a possibility of a mid­ 
dleman on relatively cordial 
terms with Peking, and would 
be in a position to relay what is 
on the American mind. This 
could involve such matters as 
reassurance concerning Ameri­ 
can intentions in Southeast Asia 
after the Vietnam war ends. 


Conceivably Red China, now 
picturing itself under an immi­ 
nent threat of attack from the 
Soviet Union, could see an ad­ 
vantage in easing its strident 
hostility 
toward 
the United 
States 
There are obvious risks. An 
American opening to Peking 
could damage U.S.-Soviet rela­ 
tions. at a time when there are 
some hopes of a dialogue on the 
future course of the super-weap- 
ons race, and contribute to 
sharpened 
tensions 
in 
the 
world’s hot spots. 
Politically, there are risks 
and possible benefits for the Ro­ 
manians. The major Russian 
excuse for invading Czechoslo­ 
vakia last August was alleged 
4 imperialist” 
interference in 
the Soviet sphere. The “ limited 
sovereignty” 
doctrine, 
laid 
down 
after 
the 
invasion, 
stressed Moscow’s d etermin a­ 
tion to keep the bloc politically 
and culturally sealed off. 
Is Ceausescu now courting 
new Soviet pressure? He may 
consider the risk worth taking, 
for the prospective gains Mos­ 
cow still suffers from the back­ 
lash of Czechoslovakia. Ceau­ 
sescu has been careful to avoid 
any hint of anti-Moscow inten­ 
tions. He seems to gamble that 
the Soviet Union will take the 
road of prudence. 
The Russians are likely to be 


far more careful in their treat­ 
ment of Romania than they 
were in Czechoslovakia’s case. 
Romania's party is the only one 
having workable relations with 
all the various dissident ele­ 
ments of international commu­ 
nism. Indeed, all these elements 
probably will be represented un­ 
der one roof in late August when • 
Romania celebrates the 25th an­ 
niversary of the rout of the Na­ 
zis. 
Ceausescu boldly asserts Ro­ 
manian national interests in re­ 
sponse to Soviet grumbling 
about the evils of nationalism in 
the Communist world. Just as 
boldly, he reminds Moscow it 
has promised to recognize that 
the movement has no “ leading 
center” any more, and that par­ 
ties have equal rights. 
On the economic side, Roma­ 
nia has reason for hopes. Be­ 
cause of Ceausescu’s resistance 
to Moscow on the national level, 
Romania’s economy is less de­ 
pendent on Russia than that of 
any other Soviet bloc member. 
Romania eyes Western markets 
for a burgeoning industry. It 
hopes in the next five years to 
increase foreign trade by as 
much as 45 per cent with such 
highly competitive products as 
machinery, chemicals, petro- 
c he mica Is and foodstuffs. 


In the United States there is 
active' interest 
in 
increased 
trade with Eastern Europe. The 
U.S. State Department is be­ 
lieved to want a relaxation of 
restrictions on exports to Com- 


munist countries. President Nix­ 
on and Ceausescu may discuss 
the possibilities of reviving the 
Johnson administration idea of 
offering Romania a “ most fa­ 
vored nation” tariff treatment. 
Romania could be a wedge 
opening the way to other nations 
of the bloc. 
Whatever his resistance to 
Moscow, Ceausescu is far from 
a reform Communist. Although 
he fervently denounced the So­ 
viet invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
he has little in common with 
Czechoslovak reformers. Statin- 
ism is deeply rooted in the Ro­ 
manian party. 
A man possessing enormous 
energy and a talent for tight or­ 
ganization, Ceausescu built a 
personal machine by surround­ 
ing himself with bright young 
technocrats of the new party ge­ 
neration. 
As head of party and state, he 
professes to seek broader popu­ 
lar participation in government 
affairs while at the same time 
retaining the tightest of controls 
over a party of 1,750,000 and 
over the country as a whole. 
The Romanian chief places 
great faith in the nation’s swift­ 
ly developing chemical indus­ 
try. In this he has the aid of his 
wife, Elena—said to be Ger­ 
man-born—who is a chemist, di­ 
rector of a research institute 
and member of the National 
Council of Scientific Research. 
Ceausescu first met Nixon in 
1967, when the future U.S. presi­ 
dent was on a private East Eu­ 
ropean trip.

Each man m u st kno w his jo b and kno w it 
tho ro u ghly to m ake a missio n su ccessfu l. 
“ Ft. Carso n is a great p lace fo r artillery 
gro u p s to train,” Co l. Wilso n said, “ becau se the 
fo rward o bserv er can be p laced high eno u gh 
where he can’t m iss seeing a ro u nd.” 
Fro m the fo rward o bserv er p o st u sed by the 
129th Arty , it was p o ssible to see fo r 20 miles 
acro ss the v alley . 


F’iring o n a target was o bserv ed fro m the 
o bserv atio n p o st and the target was destro y ed 
in two ro u nds. Six co u ld be co nsidered go o d.

This greatly aids firing batteries in 
lo cating enemy targets. 
Ho witzer batteries are in u se to day in 
Vietnam.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Situ a­ 
tion comedy is aliv e and, if not 
entirely well, it is certainly 
flou rishing in v ideoland. 
Holly wood’s stu dios are tu rn­ 
ing ou t 26 situ ation comedies for 
the home screen in the u pcom­ 
ing season. 
That’s six more than last y ear 
and the biggest reason is that 
ABC is opting for the rou te that 
brou ght ratings su premacy ' to 
CBS for 14 straight y ears. Eight 
of the top 15 shows last season 
were situ ation comedies—and 
six were on CBS. 
ABC is adding fiv e comedies 
to its lineu p, for a total of eight 
in the fall. CBS is still the lead­ 
er with 13, and NBC will hav e 
fiv e. 
Behind all that canned lau gh­ 
ter and comforting families—in­ 
clu ding 11 widows this season— 
situ ation comedy remains a 
tou gh, demanding and u nrelent­ 
ing bu siness. It appears to be in 
trou ble and no pat solu tion is in 


sight before the final commer­ 
cial. 
Its problems are part and par­ 
cel of what situ ation comedy is 
and the direction in which tele­ 
v ision is going. 
Situ ation comedies are popu ­ 
lar with the networks and stu ­ 
dios becau se a show that cap­ 
tu res the pu blic’s fancy is as­ 
su red of a long and profitable 
ru n. A show can be produ ced for 
between $7 5 ,000 and $8 5 ,000 and 
show a profit before the reru n. 
They u su ally are schedu led in 
blocks for au dience bu ilding— 
and for easy preemption. 
Critics notwithstanding, great 
thou ght and considerable re­ 
search goes into dev elopment of 
a situ ation comedy . It begins and 
ends with the characters, who 
mu st be able to orchestrate with 
each other throu gh endless pro­ 
cession of plots.

Nation's Reaction Critical 


NEW YORK (AP) - Labor 
Secretary 
George 
P. 
Shultz 
warned last week that the gov­ 
ernment means business about 
stopping inflation in the wake of 
last week's reports that the 
economy

undergoing the 
worst wage price inflation in 18 
years. 
The Labor Department said 
the cost of living is climbing at 
an annual 6.4 per cent, the fast­ 
est rise since the Korean War. 
Nearly 1.4 million workers won 
wage increases averaging more 
than 7 per cent a year in con­ 
tract settlements in the first 
half of 1969. the figures showed. 
Shultz said, however, the 
slackening rate of real growth 
in the gross national product 
showed 
the 
administration’s 
tight money policy was taking 
effect and he warned that some 
unions and companies may be 
pricing themselves out of the 
market. 
Shultz's department last week 
released figures showing that an 
item that cost $10 a decade ago 
costs $12.76 now. 
This was conveyed in the six 
tenths of a per cent jump in the 
consumer price index to 127.6. 
This index is a comparative fig­ 
ure, showing the increase in 
prices since the 1957-59 period.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A di­ 
vided public offered no clear 
vote of confidence nationally to­ 
day for Sen.

McGovern hoped Kennedy “will 
have the strength to put this 
tragedy behind him and to con­ 
tinue the brilliant career 1 be­ 
lieve history has marked for 
him .” 
Sen. Ekimund S. Muskie of 
Maine added, “I think it was the 
story of a man of integrity of 
character, and I would expect 
the people of Massachusetts to 
give him full support.”

After seasonal adjustment, 
meat prices were up almost 9 
per cent for the three months 
ended June 30. No shortage of 
supply was blamed in the price 
hikes. 
The Commerce Department 
reported that new factory or­ 
ders for durable goods dipped 3 
per cent in June, the second de­ 
cline in two months, with most 
of the drop due to decreases in 
the aerospace industry.

indicator of 
trends in capital spending—the 
machinery and equipment in­ 
dustries 
category—showed 
a 
small increase to $6.5 billion 
from $6.4 billion in May. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee apparently is putting 
the final touches on its broad 
tax-reform bill. 


On Monday the committee 
voted to reduce the 2 7 W per 


cent oil-depletion allowance to 
20 per cent and to prohibit its 
use in foreign production. It 
was expected the change could 
increase federal revenue by 
about $400 million. 
The allowance lets the owner 
of an oil well deduct 27‘ 2 per 
cent of the gross value of the oil 
produced from each year's tax­ 
able income—up to one-half the 
net income from the well. 
If the proposal becomes law, 
say some oil industry spokes­ 
man, consumers will end up 
paying higher prices for petrole­ 
um products. 
The Senate Democratic policy 
committee offered the Nixon ad­ 
ministration a five-month exten­ 
sion of the 10 per cent income 
tax surcharge while the Senate 
pushes forward on tax reform. 
But Republican leaders turned 
down the offer. 
It had been seen as a compro­ 
mise with the administration 
which wants a full-year’s exten­ 
sion on surtax as a means of 
fighting inflation. 
The Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee approved a 15-day exten­ 
sion of present income tax with­ 
holding rates. 
In a major move toward en­ 
suring no one of wealth gets out 
of paying all federal income 
taxes, the Ways and Means 
Committee gave tentative ap­ 
proval to a “minimum tax ” ap­ 
plying to any income that con­ 
stitutes more than one-half of an 
individual's total income. 
The tobacco industry's sur­ 
prise offer to end all broadcast 
advertising of cigarettes by next 
year delayed a new government 
report on the perils of smoking. 
The National Association of 
Broadcasters previously had an­ 
nounced a plan for the gradual 
elimination of television and ra­ 
dio cigarette advertising by Sep­ 
tember 1973. 


The automakers. General Mo­ 
tors. Chrysler. Ford and Ameri­ 
can Motors, reported lower net 
income for the second quarter. 
Chrysler's profits plunged 51 
per cent to 88 cents a share 
from the previous year’s record 
$1.82 a share in the same peri­ 
od. 
American Motors’ net income 
from operations dropped 44.5 
per cent to 13 cents a share 
compared with 24 cents a share 
for the period last year when 
earnings included operations of 
its Kelvinator Appliance Divi­ 
sion, exaggerating the compara­ 
tive decline in earnings this 
year. 


And General Motors reported 
a second-quarter drop to $1.56 a 


share from $1.88 in the year ear­ 
lier period. 
Chrysler's decline was attrib­ 
uted to increased operating 
costs. American's to relatively 


low 
volume 
and 
increasing 
costs, Ford’s to rising costs and 
GM ’s to drop off in factory sales 
which in turn was triggered by 
strikes in seven plants.

Armstrong set the them e with 
these 11 words when he first put 
his foot on the powdery lunar 
surface: 


“ T h a t’s one sm all step for 
man. one giant leap for man­ 
kind.” 
From the moment of blastoff 
from Cape Kennedy Ju ly 16 to 
the splashdown in the Pa cific 
Ocean eight days la ter, more 
people followed the progress of 
the flight than any other event 
in history. An estim ated 528 m il­ 
lion watched on television as the 
two 
astronauts 
walked 
the 
moon. 
There were cheers and tears 
throughout the world as they 
passed one m ilestone a fter an­ 
other. 
There cam e the dangerous 
and difficult descent to the sur­ 
face. As they approached the 
Sea of Tranquillity, the autom a­ 
tic guidance had them zeroed in 
on a cra ter full of rocks. 
Arm strong grabbed manual 
control, flew over the cra ter, 
spotted a sm oother spot half a 
mile away and touched down 
with 49 seconds of fuel to spare. 
Em otions welled when Arm­ 
strong beam ed these historic 
words to ea rth: 
“'Tranquillity 
Base here. The Ea gle has land­ 
ed ,” 
It was 4 :1 8 p.m. E D T on a 
Sunday afternoon. A dream of 
the ages had com e true. 
The 
flight plan called 
for 
Armstrong and Aldrin to rest 
for four hours before starting 
their outside exploration early 
the next morning. 


But they were a lert and excit­ 
ed 
They couldn’t wait. They 
asked perm ission to go out ea r­ 
ly. M ission control said yes. 


W earing a bulky space suit 
and a back pack carrying life- 
giving oxygen, cooling w ater 
and com m unications equipm ent 
Armstrong backed out of the 
hatch and started down a nine- 
rung ladder attached to one of 
E a g le's landing legs. He opened 
a com partm ent exposing a tele­ 
vision cam era that recorded his 
historic first step on the sur­ 
face. 
It was 10:56 p.m. E D T . 


He looked like a ghostly figure 
as he shuffled cautiously, get­ 
ting accustom ed to the unfa­ 
m iliar one-sixth gravity field 


“The surface is fine and pow­ 
dery, ” he reported. “It adheres 
in fine layers, like powdered 
charcoal, to the soles and sides 
of my foot. I can see the foot­ 
prints of my boots and the 
treads in the fine, sandy parti­ 
cles.” 


Aldrin joined him 20 minutes 
la ter and looking at the rock- 
strew n, 
crater-pocked 
terrain 
com m ented: “M agnificentdeso­ 
la tion .” 


They mounted the cam era 50 
or 60 feet away to provide an 
unforgettable panoram ic view 
of their landing site, with the 
strange-looking Eagle silhouet­ 
ted against the velvet black sky. 


They 
m ethodically 
began 
their 
exploration, 
gathering 
rocks and soil sam ples, setting 
up scientific experim ents and 
determ ining how well they could 
function in the low-gravity field 


They enthralled audiences on 
earth as they bounded in big 
leaps 
across 
the 
landscape, 
som etim es as graceful as a ga­ 
zelle, other tim es bouncing like 
a kangaroo. 
Then it was tim e to return to 
E agle. Armstrong had been out­ 
side 2 hours 14 minutes and Ald­ 
rin 1 hour 44 minutes. 
Another pulse-pounding mo­ 
m ent occurred the next a fter­ 
noon when they fired their as­ 
cent engine to blast off from the 
moon to rejoin Collins in the 
com m and ship. 
The launching, the first tim e 
anything has been rocketed off 
from the moon, was flawless. 
Three hours la ter Eagle was 
locked firmly once again to Co­ 
lumbia. 
Then cam e the firing out of lu­ 
nar orbit and the long trip home 
and the trium phant splashdown 
in the P a cific, where President 
Nixon greeted them and told 
them : 
“ This 
is 
the greatest 
week in the history of the world 
since the Creation. ” 
Apollo 11 had fulfilled P resi­ 
dent Jo h n F . Kennedy’s 1961 
pledge that Am ericans would 
land on the moon and return 
safely to ea rth in this decade. 
But Apollo 11 was also the cul­ 
m ination of centuries of dream s 
and acquired knowledge. F or 
the moon has-been there since 
the beginning and man has won­ 
dered about it since the first of 
his kind glanced upward and 
saw a dom ain beyond his own. 
The 
astronauts, 
the 
lunar 
rocks and the spaceship are now 
in quarantine, isolated from the 
world on the rem ote chance 
they brought back moon germs 
that might be harm ful to life on 
earth. 
If no strange disease shows 
up. Arm strong. Aldrin and Col­ 
lins will be released Aug. 11 to 
leceive 
accolades 
for 
their 
moon-conquering mission. 


The rocks will be studied for 
years. 


Scientists hope detailed ana­ 
lyses will reveal the age of the 
moon. From this and other in­ 
form ation. it may be possible to 
determ ine

origin

moon and thus explain many 
baffling m ysteries about lunar- 
planetary relationships.

NEW YORK (AP) - If Presi­ 
dent Johnson had waited 48 
hours in 1967 before resuming 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
after an extended Tet truce, a 
plan might have been salvaged 
to end the Vietnam war. British 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
says. 
Wilson was meeting with So­ 
viet Premier Alexei N. Kosygin 
in London when the bombing re­ 
sumed Feb. 13. President John­ 
son said at the time he had no 
other choice because Hanoi had 
used the six-day respite to re­ 
supply its troops. 
“ I believe we got very near.” 
Wilson said, 
"then the whole 
thing was dashed away. ” 
Wilson spoke on a television 
interview with David E'rost, 
filmed in London and shown 
here EYiday night. EYost’s show 
is syndicated nationally. 


Johnson had ordered a Tet 
bombing halt extended while 
peace efforts were made, even 
though U.S. ground actions re­ 


sumed after the truce. The 
bombing pause was extended 42 
hours before Johnson despaired 
of results and sent bombers 
back over the North. 
Wilson 
said 
Johnson 
was 
“ very fully briefed ” on the Lon­ 
don talks, “ yet it was a great 
disappointment.” 
He added; “ Lll—someday I'll 
tiy and give my account of it. 
rather than those which have 
appeared in the press. They 
have a pretty common element 
of fact in them certainly, but I 
—I would put a different slant 
oh them, when the time comes, 
not now. ” 
Then he said. “ I think if we’d 
had another 48 hours, who 
knows, we might have been able 
to reconstruct confidence. I 
don't know.”

A new charge d’affaires is ex­ 
pected in London later this 
year, the sources said He would 
be the first senior ranking 
Chinese diplomat in London 
since February 1967 
China’s mission here in recent 
months has been headed by Ma 
Chia Chun, who holds the rela­ 
tively low rank of counselor. 
A new Chinese commercial 
counselor. Chang Chien Hue, ar 
rived in London Thursday to re­ 
open China’s commercial office 
for the first time since 1967 
At the same time. Western 


diplomats in Peking have re­ 
ported better working conditions 
there and access to more senior 
officials in the Chinese foreign 
offk*e. 
John Denson, Bntain’s charge 
d’affaires in Peking, was al­ 
lowed last month to visit Shang­ 
hai, Hankow and other Chinese 
cities. He was the first British 
chief of mission permitted to 
travel outside Peking in two 
years. 
Scandinavian diplomats in Pe­ 
king also have been allowed to 
travel to other Chinese cities, 
according to informants 
But a number of problems 
continue to prevent more than 
modest improvement in rela­ 
tions between China and Brit­ 
ain. E'or example. Britain is 
concerned about at least 13 Brit­ 
ish citizens believed detained in 
China, although British officials 
hope for improvement in this 
area.

Over the speaker's shoulder 
are a general store and a service 
station; the dirt main street of 
Colorado City—the town once 
called Short Creek 
It is one community, but has 
two official names; Colorado 
City on the Arizona side, Hildale 
in Utah. 
Border straddling can have 
tactical advantages. When a big 
task force of Arizona officers 
swept in to seize virtually every 
man. woman and child, 38 resi­ 
dents hustled over to Utah 
Arizona Gov. Howard l*yle 
said the raid was to put down 
“ an insurrection against the 
state” led by "a hard core .of 
greedy and licentious men ” 
It was the third attempt in 
this area to wipe out the funda­ 
mentalists. 
The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day 
Saints 
(Mormon) 
long ago discarded polygamy 
and disavowed those who prac­ 
tice it. Polygamy 
now 
is 
grounds for excommunication 
from the church. 
But many believed the origi­ 
nal order had come from God, 
through Mormon founder Jo ­ 
seph Smith They did not accept 
the manifesto of revocation by 
church President Wilford Wood­ 
ruff in 1890. 


Colonies persisted devoutly, 
despite 
arrests 
by 
federal 
agents. 
There has been little formal 
prosecution in the past decade, 
although polygamy is thought to 
exist as a shadowy subculture in 
many western states and Mexi­ 
co. A veteran investigator esti­ 
mates the practice involves 
about 1,000 men in the West, 
with associated wives and chil­ 
dren. 
Children in rural towns of 
Utah come to accept, without 
alarm, talk that some families 
are polygamous. It just happens 
—and it is unspectacular. 
But Short Creek was easier to 
point to. Since about 1933, it has 
been a closed community on the 
isolated Arizona Strip. That is 
the area bounded on the north 
by Utah, west by Nevada, east 
by the Colorado River and south 
by the Grand Canyon. 
In the 1953 raid, Arizona au­ 
thorities arrested 34 men and 53 
women, and took 263 children 
into custody. Charges included 
conspiracy to commit adultery; 
cohabitation; 
bigamy; 
mar­ 
rying the spouse of another; and 
statutory rape. 
Eventually, about two dozen 
men plead^ guilty and were 
put on probation. 
During the long legal hassle, 
Superior Court Judge Robert 
TuUar told the defendants; “ I 
honestly don’t believe I can re­ 
habilitate you gentlemen. You 
have an unshaken faith, and I 
have not heard one word of re­ 
pentance.” 
In the 16 years since, there 
have been no more raids 


The Arizona attorney general 
says he knows of no current po­ 
lygamy investigation. Utah’s at­ 
torney general calls polygamy 
“ a dormant issue.” 
Sheriff Floyd Cisney of Arizo­ 
na’s Mojave County views the 
Colorado City residents as “ a 
friendly bunch -and they’re in­ 
dustrious.” 
Cisney says: “ 1 have no rea­ 
son to believe there is any poly­ 
gamy ” 
In private conversation, a res­ 
ident of Colorado City responds; 
“ Why deny it? It's acknowl­ 
edged.” 
This man continues; “ I know 
that some polygamy exists. But 
if you put me on the witness 
stand. I’d have to say I don’t 
know.” 
One approach to solving the 
split-border problem is to have 
the same deputy for the Utah 
and Arizona counties. He is Sam 
Barlow, 32, self-described as the 
son of a polygamist. 
Ruddy-faced, with no weapon 
and no uniform, Barlow is the 
spokesman to whom townspeo­ 
ple direct questions from outsid­ 
ers. 
He has a firm idea of good 
publicity—none. 


And he has a stock suggestion 
for reporters—leave town. 
Barlow patrols dirt roads in a 
pickup truck. “ I don’t stand for 
lawlessness,” he says. 
Twice asked whether he knew 
of any man living with more 
than one wife, Barlow an­ 
swered : 
“ I don’t know of anybody not 
trying to live within the law.” 
Another man said Colorado 
City people uphold “ the laws of 
God.” 
In appearance, the communi­ 
ty would pass for a normal, 
back-country town of the West. 
The population is about 800, and 
it is perhaps more prosperous 
than most. 


New homes are going up amid 
the sagebrush. 
Some dormitory-like homes 
appear capable of housing a 
family of three dozen. 
There are no mailboxes, no 
names. Outsiders do not get in­ 
side. 
For simple medical needs, in­ 
cluding births, the town has a 
midwife. 
Women seen tilling gardens or 
leading children along roadsides 
wear dresses which reach to the 
knees or below. Their hair is of­ 


ten long. They wear little make­ 
up. Questioned, they say nothing 
or refer the query to the depu­ 
ty 
There’s little reason to trust 
visitors. 
Years ago, men posing as mo­ 
tion picture makers and others 
drifted through town for 26 
months. Result: The 1953 raid 
and national publicity. 
This spring, a team of artists 
spent a week supposedly record­ 
ing the redrock landscape. Re­ 
sult; A lurid magazine article. 
“ People here have been hit 
over the head, lied about, ” says 
Joe Barlow, a brother of the 
deputy. 
“ You can hit a horse 50 
times,” Joe said. “ Then you 
can’t hurt him any more.” 
A tale particularly offensive 


to people in Colorado City is 
that of young girls driven, with­ 
out choice, to polygamy. 
After the last big raid, Arizo­ 
na’s governor talked of “ a com­ 
munity dedicated to the produc­ 
tion of white slaves . .. “ with­ 
out hope of escaping ” 
A modern resident responds: 
“ We don’t force anybody. If a 
boy wants to leave, the father 
buys his bus ticket. ” 
Available evidence suggests a 
pattern of powerful social pres­ 
sures rather than actual force. 
Friends tell of one girl they 
say broke away from the cult 
only with great difficulty. 
Dark-haired and delicately 
pretty at age 23, she now lives 
with her Catholic husband and 
two children in Utah. 
Although refusing to go into 


detail, she confirmed that with 
the help of friends she fled the 
colony five years ago. At what 
was described as near-frantic 
family urging, she returned and 
and was said to have been unof­ 
ficially married. 
She left again, this time to 
stay. 
“ They can’t force you to live 
that way,” she says. “ Some 
people don't like 
it. 
They 
leave.” 


Of her people, she says; 
“ They just ought to be left 
alone.” 


If the outside insists on hear­ 
ing of Colorado City, townspeo­ 
ple prefer it to be a story of 
quiet industry, patriotism and 
clean living. Their children go 
to school, their sons to war. 
Homes have electricity, piped-in 
water and dial telephones.

Sugar Beets, 
Cane Forecast 
By Government 


WASHINGTON (A P )-A new 
record su gar beet crop and a 
somewhat smaller harv est and 
produ ction of su gar cane su gar 
is the gov ernment's forecast for 
this y ear. 
Based on Ju ly 1 conditions, 
the Agricu ltu re Department ex ­ 
pects a su gar beet crop of 27 .8 
million tons, sev en per cent 
abov e last y ear’s record. An ex ­ 
pected 12 per cent increase in 
acreage shou ld acou nt for all 
of the increase, as cu rrent pros­ 
pects are for av erage y ields 
somewhat lower than the 19 tons 
per acre recorded in 19 6 8. 
At av erage su gar ex traction 
rates, the beet crop wou ld pro­ 
du ce abou t 3,7 50,000 short tons, 
raw v alu e, or abou t 250,000 tons 
more than last y ear’s harv est. 
Main and su gar cane produ c­ 
tion for su gar and seed this y ear 
is estim ated at abou t 11.9 mil­ 
lion tons, or 1.5 million tons less 
than in 19 6 8. Acreage for har­ 
v est is ex pected to drop 15 per 
cent below last y ear’s lev el. 
Mainland cane su gar produ c­ 
tion is forecast at abou t 1.1 mil­ 
lion short tons—555,000 tons for 
Lou isiana and 545,000 tons for 
Florida 
The ou tlook for Hawaiian cane

fact,

Health Insurance lastitute, the 
annual rate o f increase fo r ho s­ 
pital ro o m charges, a big facto r 
in medK‘al care, has been mo re 
than three times that o f the 
o v erall co nsumer price index 
A surv ey publLshed in recent 
weeks by the Health Insurance 
Co uncil sho ws that in the na­ 
tio n’s v o luntary ho spitals the 
av erage prK’e o f a single bed 
was $4 2 6 0 at the end o f 19 6 8 , but 
with great v ariatio ns fro m o ne 
part o f the co untry to ano ther 
The study , perhaps the mo st 
co mplete ev er made o f ho spital 
charges, sho ws that in io n-met­

price o f a single bed was $3 4 10, 
but ex actly $12 mo re than that 
in big city areas. 
By far the mo st ex pensiv e 
area was New England, where

The scene is a familiar one of the Old 
West. A pause for a cool drink during 
the long, dusty day on o cattle drive. 
Conditions for the ranch hand remain 
much the same as a century ago, 12

hours in the saddle through heat, cold 
or v/ind. But there's a joy in being on 
top of the world along the Continental 
Divide where rainstorms are cleaved to 
feed rivers running either east or west.

: ALONG TH E CONTINENTAL 
O IV ID E. N M. (AP) - The rus- 
Jlers mostly are gone now, and 
the Indians drive dusty pickup 
krucks. Instead of facing almost 
^certain lynch law justice, a 
tnodem horse thief owes society

Jteals a portable television set. 


• Old-timers talk wistfully of 
Jhe Old West as a living thing 
strangled by millions of miles of 
Jiarbed wire, an invention they 
Equate with the use of heroin. 
• Where once huge cattle drives 
^lowly wound their way to 
America's dinner plates over 
¡the Chisholm and other fabled 
Jrails. cattle now move by rail 
¡ind superhighways when they 
Jlravel any great distance. 
• Well, not all the time. 
¡ In one of the largest cattle 
tlrives of modern times, cow- 
i)oys—and executives—of the 
jGreat Western Land and Cattle 
Co. drove some 600 head of 
X^harolais yearlings out of New 
«Mexico's 
flat 
lands, 
along 
¡America’s spine on the Conti- 
^nental Divide and into summer 
pasture in southern Colorado. 
¡The 192-mile trip took 14 days. 
• The comparative frills for the 
¡drive brought leg-slapping guf­ 
faws from those whose days 
«board horses reached back to 
¡near the turn of the century. 
• "M y gawd.” said one sexage- 
¡narian, 
"You 
don’t 
mean 
¡they’re even taking an electric 
¡deep freeze for the chuckwagon; 
*and tents. And one of those ra­ 
dio telephones in an air-condi­ 
tioned station wagon! And pil­ 
lows! Now. don’t that beat alD” 
When the drive pushed off, 
one cowboy said, " I guess we do 
make quite a sight, what with 
all these dudes along.” 
The "dudes ” mostly were 
stockholders or friends. Some 
knew nothing of ranching or the 
cattle business except what they 
saw on annual financial reports 
from Great Western 
Most of the dudes didn’t stay 
for the first full day. By the end 
of the second, the herd was un­ 
der the control of hardcore cow- 
puiu hers and horse wranglers 
Even what old-timers consid­ 
ered frills did little to ease the 
life of the modern cowhand 
The work day was about the 
sanie as a century ago. Up at 
4:30 a.m., a quick, heavy break­ 


fast and then into the saddle by 
6 . 
The average day meant about 
12 hours in the saddle and a 
boredom only occasionally re­ 
lieved by trouble with the herd, 
including in this case one mini­ 
stampede set off by an Indian 
boy’s barking dog. 
Diamond Smith and his chuck- 
wagon with deep freeze probab­ 
ly were the most welcome frills 
to the drive. Diamond is a pro­ 
fessional 
outdoor chefn who 
boasts he once cooked a cere­ 
monial dinner of six whole 
buffalo for 1,500 
Southern 
Ute Indians. The traditional 
fare for drovers—beans, sour 
dough bread and beef, beef, 
beef—was replaced by a menu 
of Mexican food, ham sandwich­ 
es, fruit pies, beans and beef, 
beef. beef. 


The first days of the drive 
were rough even for the most 
seasoned cowboys. Many were 
used to working three or four 
hours a day on horseback. But 
for days, their leg muscles were 
knotted just as tight and their 
knees were just as concentrated 
a collection of shooting pains as 
the novices reported. 
Diamond Smith’s cook fire 
was the natural social center of 
each night’s camp There were 
no songs except for the mostly 
sad country-western tunes that 
blared from the cook’s transis­ 
tor radio. 
Until muscles regained their 
tone several days out, each 
morning was a special agony of 
straightening limbs and starting 
them functioning again by walk­ 
ing stiff-legged to the campfire 
for a breakfast of eggs, bacon, 
pancakes and scalding coffee 
This would have to last the sev­ 
en hours until the inevitable 
sandwich and fruit lunch was 
brought along the trail. 
At the steel corral each day, a 
tired voice would call out, 
"Okay, turn ’em loose.” and 
with a few shouts and waved 
arms from the cowboys, the 
herd would slowly begin to 
snake out One rider took the 
lead as a cowboy Pied Piper 
and the other hands wordlessly 
took positions along the flanks 
of the herd that sometimes 
stretched out more than a mile, 
sometimes bunched up in less 


than the length of two football 
fields. 
There were only two tasks for 
the next to 12 to 14 hours: Keep 
the herd together; keep it mov­ 
ing. 
The expression 
"herd 
in­ 
stinct' was well-coined. If the 
outriders permitted, one or two 
yearlings would turn aside or 
stop to graze and soon hundreds 
behind them would be doing the 
same. An orderly line of cattle 
pointed north to Colorado one 
minute could become a mass of 
confusion that could take half 
an hour to sort the next. 
So small a thing as one of the 
lead heifers turning around at 
one point doubled the entire 
herd back on itself. The Indian 
boy’s barking d(^ sent the net­ 
tle into a ministampede with 
about 50 head, representing

$15,000, plunging toward the 
edge of a cliff. One cowboy who 
helped turn back the racing cat­ 
tle said if they were sufficiently 
spooked, 
the 
cattle 
would 
have followed one another off 
the cliff to their deaths if they 
had not been caught in time. 


Today’s ranch hand earns 
from $200 to $400 a month and 
found—food and a bunk. The 
work is among the worst in 
terms of pay, hardship, hours 
and needed stamina. Half-heart­ 
ed attempts toward unionizing 
the highly individualistic cow­ 
hands never left the ground. 
Cowboys have a hard time ex­ 
plaining what it is that draws 
them to the range. A common 
answer—especially to outsiders 
—is. "This is all I know. ” But in 
less guarded moments, some 
talk lyrically, if laconically, of 
the beauty of the desert flower­ 
ing in the spring. Or of the mas­ 
sive red sandstone mesas. Or of 
being "on top of the world ” on 
the Continental Divide where 
rainstorms are cleaved to feed 
rivers running either east or 
west. 
Although the Indians now re­ 
serve their war paint for the 
tourists. 
relations 
between 
ranchers and Navajos in this 
area were not the smoothest. 
Despite having a legal right of 
way over various Navajo ranch­ 
es, the drive repeatedly paid 
tribute to Indians who invaria­ 
bly approached them "W e don't 
want trouble.” one executive 
said. 
When the drive reached and 
began crossing the Jicarilla 
Apache Reservation, the Indians 
gave a lunch in honor of the 
drive. They had settled on a 
$50-a-day charge for letting the 
herd cross their land, after first 
agreeing to $30 and then boost­ 
ing their demand to $120 
Indian troubles clearly are 
low-keyed compared to the past 
when raiding parties repeatedly 
attacked trail herds to drive off 
cattle for Indian stew pots 
Rustlers are fewer, but mech­ 
anized. Because of strict brand 
laws, it is virtually impossible 
to move cattle by truck for any 
distance without a state, county 
or local check Each head of 
cattle sold also requires inspec-

Everyone agrees that as long 
as there are ranches, the life 
of the cowboy will be pretty 
much the same hard task. 


Even as he ridiculed today’s 
cattle drive, one of the old-tim­ 
ers commanded one of the 
dudes going along: "You pay 
good attention out there, son. 
This will be one of the last big 
drives. In a few years this will 
all be over and done. And I hope 
I don't see the time. But don’t 
pay too much attention to all the 
talk about helicopters and air­ 


planes and the like. There never 
will be a substitute for a man on 
a horse out here. ”

Quite appro priately it applies to a teacher 
o f my bo y ho o d. Miss Nina K. Slater who se 
death at 97 o ccurred in Michigan J uly 19. 
This wo man had inspiratio nal influence 
upo n tho usands o f bo y s and girls while she 
was teacher and principal at Pro spect and 
Mark Twain scho o ls. My co ntact with her 
came in Pro spect. In the eighth grade 
during the 1911-12 term a stubbo rn bo y 
and a disciplinarian seemed to “ hit it o ff 
to gether.” With o ne ex ceptio n I fo llo wed 
ev ery co urse o f study she suggested fo r me 
prio r to entering Sedalia High scho o l. The 
schedule was o utlined during an after 
scho o l co nference in the back o f the ro o m. 
Admiratio n fo r Miss Slater and her co de 
o f ethics within and witho ut the scho o l 
ro o m left an indelible impressio n o n me as 
it did with tho usands o f o thers with who m 
she 
shared 
her 
kno wledge. 
Our 
co rrespo ndence had persisted fo r many 
y ears, the last letters ex changed o nly two 
mo nths befo re her death: hers written in 
custo mary and legible lo ng hand, no t 
withstanding failing v isio n. 


Ev er since I assumed edito rship o f the 
Sedalia Demo crat 32 y ears ago , pictures o f 
my mo ther and Miss Slater hav e been side 
by side under the glass o n the desk which I 
inherited fro m my father who was edito r 
19 y ears befo re his death. 


These perso nal remarks are inspired by 
the awareness that to o o ften we ho no r the 
great and the near great fo r their dramatic 
acco mplishments whereas we accept so 
casually the co ntributio ns to so ciety made 
by such perso ns as Miss Slater. 
Ex pressiv e 
o f Miss Slater’s mental 
stamina was co mment in 196 8 by her 
niece. Miss Nina Babco ck, writing fro m 
Cedar Springs, Mich.; 
“ She is remarkable at 96 , mind clear as a 
bell, but bo dy mighty frail. She keeps up 
with all things current, po litical, so cial, 
new bo o ks, etc. She staggers all o f us with 
her co ntinuing v o lume o f kno wledge.”

On December 13 in my 
Misso uri ho me to wn, Sedalia, a cro wd 
gathered in the audito rium o f my lo v ed 
Mark Twain to pay a cro wning tribute to 
me and my serv ice in Sedalia 
At the 
clo se o f the pro gram, o n the wall o f the 
fro nt v estibule o f the building I had 
lo v ingly watched build and gro w, just 
where I wo uld hav e cho sen, was placed a 
bro nze plaque with my picture abo v e. This 
was my finest ho ur.” 
So mewhat pro phetic o f the end, and the 
placidity and co nfidence with which she 
faced it, was this stanza o f a po em written 
by Miss Slater, titled My Cro ssing: 
“ I canno t see o r kno w just ho w 
My spirit fro m this life will flee; 
What matters that if o nly I 
May dwell at last in peace with Thee!

Th e p olicy of using small nations to h edge in th e 
most p (^ulous country in th e world h as not worked 
well, and President Nix on h as th e op p ortunity now 
to ch ange it. Wh eth er h e will do so or not is th e big 
question in th e minds of Asian dip lomats Th ey 
realize th at as vice p resident in th e Eisenh ower 
administration Nix on was very much a p art of th e 
Dulles p olicy Neverth eless, as President h e h as 
sh own some signs of considering th is strategy 
outmoded. 
Dulles relied on such small countries as South 
Korea, Formosa, th e Ph ilip p ines, South Vietnam. 
Th ailand, Pakistan, Australia, and New Zealand. 
Th ey h ave p roved th emselves weak and unreliable 
allies, some of th em requiring billions of American 
dollars to bolster th eir defenses. One of th em. South 
Vietnam, h as dragged th e United States into th e 
most unp op ular and debilitating war in American 
h istory . 
In contrast, Dulles could h ave used th e major 
p owers of Asia as our allies — Jap an, th e most 
p owerful industrial nation outside th e United 
States; India, th e second most p op ulous nation in 
th e world;

Indonesia, th e th ird 
largest 
democracy in th e world. 
He did not, p artly because th ey were too 
indep endent and not easily malleable to Amencan 
dictation; p artly because of a factor p eculiar to 
American p olitics — namely , th e Ch ina lobby .

In Fiscal Squeeze

climbing toward a new record 
high, but the state park board 
has less money to work with 
than it had last year

parks director Joseph Jaeger 
says 
Last year the wide open 
spaces of the parks, set in Mis­ 
souri beauty spots, lured a rec­ 
ord 12 million visitors 
This 
year the attendance is headed 
toward 14 million The trend is 
steadily upward 


The Legislature didn’t see it 
that way For the 1968-69 fiscal 
year just ended it appropriated 
$2,309,209 from general revenue 
(tax) funds For thus year it cut 
that by almost a quarter mil­ 
lion dollars $244.063 


It provided $90,000 more for 
personnel salaries but allowed 
only $100,000 for additions, a 
cut of $166,512. Repairs and re­ 
placements were allotted $200,- 
000 a cut of $148,355
